The meusura becomes effective when 
M ayor Hylan. who favors the ordi­ 
nance, adds his signature 
Not only does the new law han the 
red flag*, but reads that no "red or 
black flag or no banner, ensign, or 
sign bearing on it any inscription op­ 
posed to organized government or sac ­ 
rilegious in its nature or opposed to 
public morals, shall be displayed " 
A maximum penalty of $100 line and 
10 days' imprisonment is provided. 
Socialist members of the board pro­ 
tested when the author of the ordi­ 
nance asserted that "it is not aimed 
against any political party." but that 
the red flag stands for anarchy and
